tinued. 


Unusual aerial activity marked 


the past few days, It was assert- 
ed, with Nazi fliers making stlffer 
efforts to turn back allied recon- 
naissance flights. 


An account of a battle fought 
Saturday over German territory, 
disclosed today, said three French 
and five German planes were shot 
down. 
The account said that two 
French reconnaissance planes and 
nine protecting fighters -were at- 
tacked by 15 German planes. 


After a "long" fight, eight of 
the French ships returned, it was 
said, 
bringing 
"valuable" pho- 


tographic information concerning 
German positions. 


The French announced capture 


of a small number 'of prisoners, 
from whom they said valuable in- 
formation on German defenses in 
advance of the Siegfried line was 
expected to be obtained.

the secret of high wool prices in 
the world war and. prospects of 
high prices during the present con- 
flict lay in the fact that

wool Is larger than during 
the 


world war, it is not sufficient to 
supply the nation's normal needs, 
Consequently, the United States 
now as durjngr the last war must 
look to other countries for sup- 
plies. 


But Great Britain already has 


arranged to buy the entire Aus- 
tralian clip for the duration of 
the war and is negotiating for 
New 
Zealand's 
output. 
These 


countries produce the bulk of the 
southern hemisphere ' crop. Agri- 
culture department officials stated 
that consequently , Great Britain 
was in a position to dictate world 
wool prices. 


A ' counter suggestion • was of- 


fered that the United States imme- 
diately negotiate with the British 
government for the release of a

RAIDER SINKS SHIP

reconnaissance flight by British 
planes over Berlin and the sinking 
of a British freighter by an armed 
raider were marked up today on 
the credit and debit sides of Bri- 
tain's wartime ledger.

and Felder's trousers and shoes. 
Upon reaching Beaumont, accord- 
ing to the youths, the convicts re- 
leased the students and their car 
taking $1.50 from the boys, and then

flight in a car 
stolen in Beaumont, 
"The men were very nice to us 
all the time and used no profane 
language," Miss Ball related. "We 
were scared at first but 'when the 
men were so nice to us we were 
relieved. We had a lot of fun but 
we wouldn't want to go through it 
again." 
The convicts feared chase by of- 
ficials all during the trip the stu- 
dents said. 
"We skirted the towns we passed 
through," Bishop said. "The men 
said they were afraid to go through 
the towns because of officers who

He told the nation that "a largo 
army has already gone to France" 
and that "British armies upon tho 
scale of the effort of the great 
war are In preparation." 
Friendly Gesture to Italy 


He also made this friendly ges- 
ture to Italy: 'We appreciate In 
England the reasons why this great 
and friendly nation of Italy, with 
whom wo have never been at war, 
has hot sen fit to enter tho strug- 
gle."

Britain's 
own 
position, 


Churchill declared "we believe wo 
are entitled to the respect and 
good will of the world and, partic- 
ularly of the United States." 
The admiralty chief drew a par- 
allel between the present conflict

LIVESTOCK PRODUCERS WATCH 


PRESENT PRICE TRENDS AND 


RECALL BIG ADVANCE IN 1919 


CHICAGO, 
Oct 2.—^.-Live- 
stock producers, watching market 
prices of their meat animals rise 
and fall in the wake of a new Eu- 
ropean 
war, today 
thumbed 
through records of a quarter cen- 
tury ago to make plans for farm 
operations in coming months. 


Although 
government 
experts 
warned 
against 
over-production 


and economists suggested that this 
war might have a far 
different 


effect on commodity prices than 
was experienced in 1914-18, the 
high prices of late World war 
days were recalled by every stock- 
man old enough to remember. 
They called hogs "farm diamonds" 
in those days. 


The average price of hogs now 


is about $2 per hundredweight be- 
low what it was at the outbreak 
of the World war. In July, 1914, 
tho average was $8.70. It was up 
to $9 in August but back to $7.10 
at the end of that year. Through 
1010 the average ranged between 
$8.40 and $7.90, but by mid-191C

He expressed the opinion that 
'it was the Inhuman and illegal 
killing of our seamen on the high 
seas" which was responsible for 
this country's entry into the world 
war. 


Pittman said many people be- 


lieved that a prohibition against 
the sale of American armaments 
to belligerents "will entirely elim- 
inate us from any part in tho de- 
struction of human lives during 
war." 


Have Part In Mass Murder. 
"How mistaken and unfounded 
is this conception," he said. "We 
aro participating In mass murder 
by the Japanese in China today." 


The senator contended that Ja- 
pan now was purchasing raw ma- 
terials in the United States and 
using them to manufacture arms 
for the war In China. 


Pittman supported a provision of 
the bill, sharply criticized by sen- 
ators opposed to the legislation, 
which would/ permit 
belligerent 
governments to obtain credits up 
to 90 days on purchases in this 
country. 


He said 90-day credits were con- 


sidered cash payments in interna- 
tional dealings. 


"In the very nature of things," 
he said, "It requires some time for 
a draft or a check upon a foreign 
bank received by American citizens 
to be transmitted through bank- 
ing channels to the foreign drawee 
before the seller can get actual 
credit for the money due him."
